The actual picture is a winter scene of a hen 
pheasant with a rooster strutting through light 
snow. Behind the birds are bent over snowy weeds 
and shrubs. 

Smith attended Mankato State University and 
then took art courses at Mankato VO Tech. Although 
Dan has occasionally painted wild life it has only 
been the past several years that he spent his time 
exclusively on wild life. 

Runner-up in the competition was Mario Fernan¬ 
dez of Edina. Following in order were Theresa Mar- 
shel, Owatonna; Les Kouba, Minneapolis; David 
Maass, Waterville; Chris Christianson, Hollandale; 
Gary Moss, Cambridge and Ron Van Gilder, Cedar. 

The original bill enacted into law last month was 
written by one of our MAFLAS directors, Milton 
Price, well known St. Paul attorney.

18 to 64 to buy a $5 pheasant stamp in addition to 
the regular small game license.

State Received Federal Aid Funds 

For Fish, Wildlife Projects 

The Minnesota Department of Natural Resources 
received $1,260,520 in federal aid monies during 
fiscal year 1983 for assistance with it's fisheries 
programs, the fourth highest figure among all the 
states. 

The state ranked seventh among the states in the 
receipt of federal aid funds for wildlife restoration 
projects with a figure of $2,951,643. 

Funds to finance the fish and wildlife restoration 
programs are derived from federal excise taxes on 
hunting and fishing equipment. 

For the entire nation, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service announced that $32.7 million was appor¬ 
tioned for fish restoration projects and $88.2 million 
for wildlife projects during the fiscal year. 

Under the programs, states are required to expand 
their own monies for projects and are then reim¬ 
bursed for up to 75 percent of the costs by the federal 
government.

Pheasant Stamp Kick-Off. 

To commemorate passage of the new state pheas¬ 
ant stamp MAFLAS held a kick-off event at the 
Medina Ballroom on May 5th. Although the crowd 
was not as large as expected, a great time was had 
by those who did attend. 

Among the celebrities who worked hard to make 
the event a success and added a great deal of humor 
to the program was wrestling champion, Vern 
Gagne; former Viking greats Bill Brown and Dave 
Osborn; DNR Commissioner Joe Alexander and our 
congenial master of ceremonies Dan Hertsgaard, 
WCCO radio personality. 

Committee co-chairmen were Art Schoening, 
Greenfield and Bob Raskob, Medina. Their commit¬ 
tee of seven local residents worked many hours to 
get local participation and many door prizes. 

Both auctions and raffles were held with Jim 
Peterson, editor and publisher of Outdoor News 
winning the big prize, a three wheel Yamaha Trio 
Moto—200. 

Seventy-seven organizations provided over 100 
door prizes, which were given away, auctioned or 
raffled off. Included in these prizes were a one year 
hunting membership at a private hunting preserve 
and a three-day fishing trip for two at Skabakong 
Bay, Lake of the Woods in Ontario. 

From the proceeds MAFLAS donated another 
$1,000 to DNR for pheasant habitat, and another 
53 farmers and sportsmen joined our organization. 


DNR Reports Status Of Protected 
Waters and Wetlands Inventory 

There are no accurate figures on the original ex¬ 
tent of lakes and marshes in Minnesota, but the 
Department of Natural Resources says reliable 
estimates place the acreage at between 12 and 15 
million. 

Prior to the Department's present Protected 
Waters and Wetlands Inventory Program, the only 
statewide survey of “wetlands” was conducted by 
the U.S. Department of the Interior in 1953. 

This survey identified over 2.6 million acres of 
wetlands remaining; however, only about 1.2 million 
acres of these remaining wetlands were types 3, 4 
or 5 wetlands (the more permanent water bodies 
currently protected under Minnesota law). 

With over three-fourths of Minnesota's 87 coun¬ 
ties having completed an inventory of their present 
protected waters and wetlands, the Department is 
projecting that the present acreage of Minnesota's 
remaining lakes and marshes will be slightly over 
2 3/4 million acres. 

About 1/4 million acres of these waters will be 
identified as type 3, 4 or 5 wetlands—a drop of 79 
percent since 1953. Overall, Minnesota has lost 78 
percent of its original surface water acreage since 
the mid 1800's.

New Rules For 1983 Moose Season 

Wildlife officials at the Department of Natural 
Resources are telling those who want to hunt moose 
in Minnesota about several new special regulations 
in effect for this year's season. 

Most important is a law passed by the 1982 legisla¬ 
ture that says anyone who previously obtained a 
Minnesota moose hunting license may not have one 
for the following five seasons. This year, any ap¬ 
plication that lists any previous moose license hold¬ 
ers, other than for 1971, will be rejected from the 
drawing. 

Another new rule requires each applicant to pro¬ 
vide his or her driver's license number, or in lieu 
of that a Minnesota ID card number. Since moose 
licenses are restricted to persons 16 years of age 
or older, this is not expected to be a problem for any 
large number of people. 

There are other regulations that have not changed 
over the years but are still the source of questions, 
say wildlife officials. All of the provisions are listed 
in the Moose Hunt Information booklet provided for 
this season, but for emphasis the DNR points out 
the following: 

—Applications for permits must be made in parties 
of four. 

—To qualify for the “landowner/tenant” drawing 
for the zones in northwestern Minnesota, each per¬ 
son applying must either own or live on and farm 
at least 160 acres of agricultural land. 

—There is no way to determine in which zone a per¬ 
son has the best chance of obtaining a permit un¬ 
til after all the applications are in. The chances 
for winning that applied for previous seasons do 
not hold with the increased zones and permits 
available this year. 

—The best available clue to relative moose numbers 
among zones is provided by the number of permits 
being given in relation to the size of the area. 

—Applications and information booklets are avail¬ 
able from license agents, county auditor's offices 
and DNR headquarters around the state. 

—The deadline to apply for the drawing is June 16. 
Only Minnesota residents are eligible.
